Rocked By Earthquake 


Million Dollar Damage 


Helena Montana, was visited 
by a rather sever earthquake 
FViday night, which lasted for 
12 seconds, centering in the* Con 
tinental divide and spreading 
into Washington and Idaho, 
and north into Southern Alb¬ 
erta and British Colubia. Dam¬ 
age was estimated at $1,000,- 
000 in Helena with two dead. 

Dishes rattled in cupboards, 
pavemnts heaved, and brick 
buildings particularly, loosened 
by the quake came tumbling 
into the streets. The tremor 
reached its height just before 
ten p.m. and National Guards¬ 
men were called out to guard 
business houses and residences 
damaged by the quake The shak 
ing was felt mildly in Raymond 
a great many people feeling the 
movement of the quake for a 
second or two here, apparently 
being on the edge of it. 

Tremors occured Saturday at 
intervals, and a number more 
were felt Sunday. Many people 
who had returned to their 
homes Saturday fled again to 
the streets Sunday when the 
tremors continued, and the 
storm and cold weather added 
greatly to the suffering and 
privation, and the Red Cross 
and other relief agencies were 
bending ever effort to cope with 
the situation. 

323 r'isfinct ficl separate 
tremors had been recorded dur¬ 
ing the four or ftv e day disturb¬ 
ance, but Friday’s damage re¬ 
sulted as the disturbance reach¬ 
ed its height. Since then the 
tremors have been decreasing 
in velocity.

where they plant tho seed from 
a bag tied at their s'de, climb 
back up the mountain, and 
Nave their crop till harvest 
time, and then the harvest it 
in the same manner. Some of 
O-ese people have never been 
40 miles away from horn© and 
probably neve r will be. Some 
have never seen an automobile, 
and most of them had not seen 
one before 1930 when the high¬ 
way was cut trough that part 
of the country. 

Many catedrals had bee In vis¬ 
ited, and he was astonished at 
the value of the beautiful decor 
ations in these buildings, runn 
ing into the millions of dollars 
worth of gold and silver.. These 
edifices were open twenty-four 
hours a day for worship, and 
yet during all the years of in¬ 
ternal trouble and strife, not 
ip a single instance had the 
costly decorations of these catli 
edrais been disturbed, so sincere 
were the people in their res¬ 
pect of holy things. After vis 
Hing Mexico, he was of the op¬ 
inion that th© trouble between 
Church and State in Mexico 
was probably overdrawn. 

The present highway winding 
over the mountains would be n 
wonderful piece of work when 
computed, and would take the 
traveller up to a height of 15,- 
000 feet in many places. In ot¬ 
her places, it wound througn 
the tropical jungle for miles, 
was all hard surfaced, and a 
wonderful piece of engine ring.
